GLADSTONE’S SHARE IN POLITICS CON-

John Morley and Harcourt the Actual Lead- 
ers—A Great Demonstration of: Liberal 
Women at Cheshire—Teemer and Hamm 
Win the Double-sculling Sweepstakes —

Spécial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 30.—The suggestion of a 
correspondent in the Daily News that Glad- 
stone should be asked to retire from the lead- 
ership ofthe Liberal party has provoked a 
storm of replies indignantly repudiating such 
an unwise and ungrateful course. Gladstone 
has clearly indicated his share in 
politics s de confined strictly to 
the Irish question. It is well-known 
to the best informed here that the actual 
eaders of the party will be John Morley and 
Harcourt. Morley’s speech at Leeds, will, I 
learn, be of the greatest importance as out- 
lining the Liberal policy of the immediate 
future. He has been engaged in the prepara- 
tion of it for some time past. Mr. Smith, 
the Minister of War, and Ohurchm's old 
enemy, speaking last night, gave a remarka- 
ble support to Churchill’s recent programme. 
It would not surprise his audience, he said, to 
hear that Her Majesty's Government was per- 
fectly agreed. When Salisbury spoke, he spoke 
for his Cabinet. When Churchill spoke,he did 
so with the full knowledge, assent and con- 
sent of all his colleagues in the Cabinet. 
When they ceased to be united they would 
‘cease to remain in the Government. 

A GREAT DEMONSTRATION 

of Liberal women was held in Chesbire last 
night, at which it was decided to found a 
Women’s Liberal Association to combat the 
work of the Primrose League, and contribute 
at least as much to the return of Gladstone to 
power at the next election the Tory women 
did for Salisbury and Churchill the last time. 

The discussion aroused by the Quarterly Re- 
view article on Edmund Gosse, which has 
been creating so much excitement in literary 
circles, has now run its course. Churton 
Collins replies very severely this week, in the 
Athenzum, to Gosse’s rejoinder to the first 
attack, utterly repudiating the charge of ma- 
ficious personal motive. The outcome ofthe 
article andthe correspondence may de said 


to be many inaccuracies, some of 
them serious, exposed in Gosse’s book 
from Shakspeare to Pope. His 


reputation as a literary scholar has suffered to 
that extent also that the reviewers of the 
Times, Athenw@um, Saturday Review and the 
Academy are discredited for not having 
pointed out one r se, original errors, 
but received the work with &imost unbroken 
praise. On the other hand the Quarterly Re- 
viewer is considered to have greatly lessened 
the value of his article by overdoing his in- 
vective and almost abuse. I am informed 
that Gosse took the natural and dignified step 
of placing his resignation in the hands of the 
authorities of Trinity Collage, and it was in- 
stantly declined. Gosse has reprinted his de- 
tense from the Athensum in attractive 
pamphiet form. It is believed by many 
that if ‘‘log-rolling’’ exists to any extent in 
English letters they will have received a se- 
vere blow from this unfortunate affair.

A committee of the surviving members 
of the Pennsylvania Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1873 has been organized to carry 
on the movement for the enforcement of 
Articles XVI. and XVII. of the State Con- 


This committee has enclosed 


the following interrogatories to every can- 
didate for the Legislature in that State: 
The Legisiature having failed at every ses- 
sion sincs the adoption of the new Constitu- 
tion to enforce Articles XVI. and XVII. thereof 
by appropriate legisiation, it is expedient that 
the public should know bebe the election what 
may be expected in this regard from the 
various legisiative candidates of ail parties. 
This committee therefore respectfully re- 
quests from you, as acandidate for the Legisia- 
ture, an answer to the following inquiry: if 
elected, will you earnestly advocate legisiation 
enforcing Articles XVI. and XVII. of the new 
Constitution, with appropriate civil and crim- 
inal remedies? 

It is intended to publish the replies to this 
inquiry on the 27th inst.. both in the legisia- 
tive districts and throughout the State, to- 
gether with the failure of any candidate to de- 
fine his position. 

In Missouri, where the same provisions 
of the State Constitution have been left 
without adequate legislation to enforce 
them for eleven years, no Constitutional 
Convention Committee has been organized 
to interrogate candidates on the sabject 
because both parties in their State plat- 
forms have demanded such legislation; 
whereas in Pennsylvania only the Demo- 
crats did so, 
their State Convention tabled all refer- 
ences to the subject. But, as if to bur- 
lesque the party’s campaign platform, the 
campaign management of the Democratic 
organization in Missouri has been en- 
trusted to Col. Jo O’Day, the party’s 
railroad boss, and to a select com- 
mitteeof railroad attorneys, who are prob- 
ably as steadfastly opposed to the enforce- 
ment of the Constitution asheis. And it 
is observable that many Republicans and 
Democrats who have stood by Col. Jom 
O’Day in former Legislatures, and helped 
him to baffle all attempts at legislation for 
the enforcement of the railroad provisions 
of the Constitution, are now candidates 
for re-election, and are by no means 
effeusive or xplicit in their indorsement 
of their party platforms.

GEORGE’S CAMPAIGN, 


Rev. Dr. McGlynn Still Active in the Support 
of the Labor Candidat >. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

New YOrK, October 30.—The report that the 
Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn of St. Stephen’s 
Roman Catholic Church in Twenty-eighth 
street had been prohibited from taking any 
further partin politics by advocating Henry 
George's election, is exciting much attention 
among the Catholic clergy and laity.

Dr. McGlynn 
was very much engaged when the Post-DitIs- 
PATCH reporter cailed, and at first declined to 
be interviewed, butte a note sent to him he 
returned the following in writing: 0 
1 think that if ecclesiastical authorities 
wished to give to the public the impression or 
information which your note telis me was 
conveyed in an interview in the papers yester. 
day, they would have taken some other way 
of doing it. Itherefore think proper to take 
no notice ot that interview. As to your second 
question whether the supposed action of 
ecclesiastical superiors implies that Mr. 
George's doctrines are disapproved of by the 
church, I have to say thet the only action of 
ecclesiastical superiors that is in evidence isa 
published letter of Mar. Preston, which, for 
aught that appears, may have been published 
without his consent.

The American dramatist displays a tendency 


to copy after French examples. There are 


two plays being presented in the city this 
week which have scenes that smack of French 


license. 
Now there is a curious thing about American 


play-goers. They will stand almost anything 
from foreign celebrities and from the classics, 
put scarcely anything from home and modern 
talent in the way of suggestive repartee and 
jmmoral motives. 

The primary bent of Americans follows that 
of the English who may be immoral but are 
never publicly so, and will have no free jest- 
ing about so serious a matter. Spiciness in 
them does not stop with the airy, graceful, 
witty suggeéstiveness of the French, but de- 
velops an inclination to wallow in the mire of 
vulgarity. The distinction between the two 
has been @nely described by Taine in his 
„Englisb Literature. 

While the best of American society take the 
spice of France because it is combined with 
its cleverness, and because they cannot help 
tnemselves, there is more or less nausea 
mixed with their enjoyment and more 
or less condemnation mixed with 
their praise. It must at least 


have high qualities to make up for its faults. 
They will have little of it from native ent. 

A giance at the fleld of American fiction and 
drama just now shows unusual boldness, 
therefore, on the part of authors. It is getting 
to be fashionable to touch on tabooed subjects 
and treat the world as it is in reality not as it 
js viewed through my lady’s eve-giasses. 

John W. Keller n Tangled Lives essays 
to give a scene from the seamy 
side of existence in New York Oity 
where the actress, the clever woman without 
much reputation of the better sort, the man 
of the world and the butterflies of swelldom 
meet on common ground untrammeled by the 
restrictions of society. The side of life which 
itbrings in realistic picture before one, the 
licht jest about a man’s neglect of his wife 
and attentions to other women with refer- 
ences to the ballet and bald heads send a dis- 
tinct shock through sensitive nerves when 
they are seen and beard by others. One can 
read such things in books or in newspapers 
ali by one’s self, but alond—never! 

The adventuress can figure in a plot with 
the neglected wife and the gay husband. They 
are necessary elements in depicting life, but 
references to their failings, vices and griefs 
must be sugar-coated. 

In ‘‘Marcelle’’ there is ascene from the 
thorough under side of life. This is a real den 
of vice where suggestiveness retire before plain 
facts and where a frail victim exhibits her bra- 
zgenness and expresses her woe in unmistaka- 
De colors. It is less burtfulthan the other, 
for this very reason, but nevertheless leaves 
an unpleasant flavor in the tastes of many who 
see it 

That such phases of life existno one doubts. 
That they are legitimate subjects for serious 
treatment in fiction, in philosophy or in the 
study of society all must admit. That they are 
pleasant or proper pictures to present to 
mixed audiences, no matter how cieyerly it is 
done, is not so patent Whena dramatic 
writer treads ever so lichtly on the sensibilities 
or conscience of the public he invites volcanic 
disturbance.

He tires 
quickly, and no matterhow much he may de- 
sire to be rid of his superfluous adipose, he 
grows faint-hearted as he contemplates the 
labor be has to perform and he yearns for a 
new and easier way Of relief. Many men have 
resorted to Turkish and Russian baths for the 
purpose. Joe Emmet, the actor, makes fat 
very rapidly, and as he has not the facilities for 
hard work always at hand, when traveling, he 
patronizes the Turkish bath very frequently. 
He has the finest one in America at his home 
just above Albany, and during his recent en- 
gagement in this city he often took three 
Turkish bathsa day. Such extensive use of 
this form of reduction is injurious and 


should not be imitated by any one.

A fat, lazy man will get a good deal of ben- 
efit out of hand-rubbing and manipulation. 
Jim Cusick, Who was John C. Heenan's old 
trainer, once told me that he was firmly con- 
vinced that the cures mentioned in the Scrip- 
tures as having been made by the ‘‘laying on 
of hands’’ were really made by being rubbed 
well bythe hands of good, strong, healthy 
men. All athletes who have trained know the 
value of such rubbing, for they depend on it 
to harden and invigorate their muscles. 
Massage consists of exercising, sweating and 
rubbing the patron, and when it is done 
by acompetent person is very beneficial. At 
the same time itis but an aid toand not a per- 
fect substitute for voluntary and self-per- 
formed exercise because the mind must aid 
the body in any work to get the best results. 
A man being massaged is but a passive agent 
in the hands of the manipulator. When he 
does his own work his mind is actively in sym- 
j with it and results are not more quickly 
obtained but are far more lasting. President 
Cleveland is from forty to fifty pounds 
heavier than he should be. Until that 
much lighter every pound of fat that he 
loses will be to his physical gain, but he must 
not expect to keep at his 8 weight and 
retain his health merely through being 
mass . The best exercise he or any one of 
his build can take is obtained by horseback 
riding. As soon as he finds himself twenty 
pounds lighter he should ride daily from ten to 
twenty miles. After his ride, which should be 
on a rough-actioned horse, he should be tow- 
eled and then hand-rubbed vigorously, and if 
he is careful of his diet he can easily keep 
himself in good heaith and at his normal 
weight. 


But I doubt if he will doit. He will do asa 
at many ailing men do when they take 
medicine. As soon as they feel relieved they 
discontinue the remedy and trust to nature to 
effect their cure. Dr. William White of this 
city, one of the most eminent of younger 
physicians of the country, is a at admirer 
of physical exercise and he says that if men 
would dut take moderate daily exercise and 
pay proper regard to their eating and drink- 
nz doctors would lose half ther practice 
and the standard of longevity would be greatly 
lengthened. I don’t pretend to give his exact 
words, but I know that I have expressed his 
idea. That is the great trouble, though. Men 
will drink hot and rebeilious liquors, eat ex- 
cessively of highly spiced and rich food, ride 
tive squares in a street car sooner than walk, 
and then lament because they, like Jack Fal- 
staff, wax fat and scant of breath. Go to any 
gymnasium and see what proper exercise and 
regimen will do for health and strength, and 
then like me you will say what fools these 
mortals be who neglect the lessons thus plain- 
ly taught.
